Matt. 24:38, “For as in the days that 
were before the flood they were eating 
and drinking, marrying and giving in 
marriage, until the day that Noe entered 
into the ark.”

| Healing In The Atonement

Some people will admit healing in the 
atonement for the first century because 
it says in Matthew 8:17 that Jesus healed 
all the sick, “that it might be fulfilled 
. . . . Himself took our infirmities, and 
bare our sicknesses.” But to limit the 
prophecy to that generation is as foolish as 
saying that Jesus saved people that it 
might be fulfilled “He was wounded for 
our transgressions, he was bruised for our 
iniquities,” etc., and that it ended there, 
for the whole context of Isaiah 53 is that 
the Messiah bore the griefs and carried the 
sorrows (literal Hebrew diseases and pains 
as Matthew translates it), was wounded 
for the transgressions and bruised for the 
iniquities of all Adam’s race, and not the 
first century alone or just the Jewish peo- 
ple. Moreover, if He did not take the in- 
firmities and bare the sicknesses of the 
20th Century, He was not wounded for 
its transgressions and bruised for its ini- 
quities, for the two verses go together. 

The reason Satan hates healing in the 
atonement is because, if it is like salva- 
tion it is for everyone and there is no ex- 
cuse for not appropriating it. And much 
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the same as he opposed vicarious atone- 
ment for the “whosoever believeth” in 
John Wesley’s time, with predestination 
he is trying to create all kinds of prece- 
dents (as Paul’s thorn in the flesh, etc.) 
to establish a paradox to prove that heal- 
ing is not for everyone. Because faith is 
the assurance of things hoped for, the as- 
surance of things not seen, then it can 
only be based upon a “thus saith the 
Lord.” And if people are not sure that 
God so loved them (personally) that 
He gave His only begotten Son, that if 
they would believe they would not per- 
ish but have everlasting life, they cannot 
have faith to be saved. And if they can- 
not be sure that Jesus took their (per- 
sonal) infirmities and bare their (per- 
sonal) sicknesses, they cannot let Him 
substitute for them and thus be healed. 

The gospel is still the good news that 
the second Adam (Christ Jesus) brought 
the first Adam’s triune nature, spirit, 
soul, and body, back from the devil. And 
those who have not had the arm of the 
Lord revealed to them in salvation and 
healing, are like a starving man who has 


checks for a million dollars in his pock- 
et but who cannot believe that they are 
real. “For all the promises of God in him 
are yea, and in him Amen, unto the glory 


of God by us,” 1 Cor, 1:20. 


Going into all the world and setting 
people at one another’s throats on the 
grounds of national, state, clan, or indi- 
vidual rights, is not preaching the gospel, 
nor is substituting deceased cow’s blood 
(serums and vaccines) medicines, etc. 
And the Church must come out, be sep- 
arate and preach the blood of Jesus for 
salvation and healing before we can have 
a world-wide revival with signs follow- 
ing as in the Acts of the Apostles, for the 
ambassadorial credentials (the signs fol- 
lowing) are conditioned on preaching the 
gospel, not what the world calls the gos- 


pel.

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Question Box 
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Question: In Song of Solomon 8:5 we 
read, “I raised thee up under the apple 
tree: there thy mother brought thee 
forth: there she brought thee forth that 
bare thee.” Some people say that this re- 
fers to Christ and that He was born un- 
der an apple tree. Where was He born?— 
J. R. C. 

Answer: Matthew and Luke are the 
only writers giving anything on the birth 
of Christ. According to Matthew’s rec- 
ord, when the wise men came they went 
in the house and found Mary, Joseph, and 
Jesus. However, the word “‘house”’ is tak- 
en from a word which means “home” and 
could have referred to a stable. Inasmuch 
as Luke gives it that Christ was laid in a 
manger because there was no room for 
them in the inn, signifies that He was 
born in a stable, possibly one of the 
stables of the inn where they had in- 
quired concerning a room. The passage in 
Song of Solomon relative to the apple tree 
has no reference to the birth of Christ.

Question: Was Luke a spiritual physi- 
cian or a medical. physician?—Mrs. A. H. | 

Answer: We have no reference in the 
Bible of spiritual physicians. Jesus is 
called the Great Physician because He 
healed so many people. According to 
scripture, Luke was of Gentile extraction 
and was not an eyewitness of the life or 
death of Christ. Some have thought that 
he was a ship’s doctor’and on the visit 
to Jerusalem from his native home in 
Philippi, became acquainted with Christ. 
Just when and how he became a physi- 
cian we do not know. 


Question: When, if ever, is it correct 
to use “reverend” in referring to a min- 
ister of the gospel?—A. B. M. 

Answer: The title “reverend” has been 
given to the ministry as a title of respect. 
Some have objected to this, saying that 
the only place the word “reverend” is 
found in the Bible refers to God. In Psa. 
111:9, “Holy and reverend is his name.” 
This does not mean that “reverend” is the 
title of God anymore than it means that 
“holy” is the title of God, but that His 
name is holy and that it is to be rever- 
enced or respected. In Eph. 5:33 we have 
these words, ‘““The wife see that she rever- 
ence her husband,” and in Heb. 12:9 
these words, “Furthermore we have had 
fathers of our flesh which corrected us, 
and we gave them reverence.” This mere- 
ly means that the wife must respect the 
husband and that we have respect for our 
natural fathers, then certainly there is 
nothing amiss in respecting the minis- 
try. The Bible in many other. places cer- 
tainly teaches that we should do that. 
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A Great District Convention, and a 
New Island For the Church of

On December 13 Brother Franks and 
I left Nassau where Sister Henson and 
Sister Hughes were in a great revival 
meeting, the Lord blessing in a special way 
and many souls praying through; but we 
had to leave this good meeting and go in- 
to the other islands and look after our 
work there. On Friday, the 13th, Sister 
Hughes and Sister Henson took Brother 
Franks and me down town to get our 
boat which was the little 90-foot Lady 
Dundas, but as we got in the boat and 
started away from the dock at Nassau we 
could feel that God was pleased with our 
going. Oh, how sweet to know that you 
are going somewhere or doing something 


in the will of God. 


After riding about sixty miles from 
Nassau we began to see the little island 
that we were going to for our district 
convention, and as we got closer to the 
island Brother Franks said, ‘Brother 
Hughes, that is Harbour Island, a little 
island about three miles long and about 
one and one-half miles wide,” and as we 
came into the harbor there we saw about 
150 of the 400 people that live on this 
little island ready to meet us and help us 
in any way that they could, and they be- 
gan to tell us how glad they were for us 
to come and preach and sing to them 
about the dear Lord. That night (Friday 
night) we began our district convention, 
and the little Church of God (which is 
about 30x25) was filled, and _ people 
standing inside and outside, about ten 
times the amount on the outside (both 
white and colored), looking in the win- 
dows.

On Saturday Brother Franks and I were 
busy with the convention, but a lady 
that attended our service on Friday night 
wanted us to come and talk to her about 
the Lord and the Church of God. She 
(a white woman) began to tell us how 
hungry the people of Harbour Island were 
to hear someone tell about the true gos- 
pel. She was among the hundreds that 
stood outside the Church of God every 
night of our convention, with tears run- 
ning down their faces desiring the bless-

At the close of our district convention 
we were unable to get a boat back to 
Nassau as we had planned, but the dear 
Lord knows what is best for us and He 
had something more for us to do, and so 
we had to take a little sailboat across the 
bay to the Island of Eleuthera, and then 
we had to walk about three miles to get 
a small motorboat to take us fifteen miles 
up the shore to Hatchet Bay. There we 
had to stay two days and two nights be- 
cause we had just missed a boat, so Broth- 
er Franks and I started to find a church 
to go to while there. We found a nice 
church in a little settlement called Alice- 
town, and the pastor asked us to preach

God Is Wonderfully Blessing in 
Central America 

Dear coworkers, you have not heard 
much from the Church of God in Salva- 
dor as yet, so will give you a brief account 
of our work here. 

We organized the work shortly before 
the Assembly but too late to get reports in 
and my own report was very brief at the 
Assembly on account of others needing 
time to report. 

After returning home we rested a few 
days and arranged things a little at home 
as we were away for exactly two months 
so needed to arrange things at home 
first. Then a brief visit and arrangements 
were made for a council the 24th of No- 
vember. We visited several churches be- 
fore returning home for a few days be- 
fore the convention. 

On the 23d we left for El Congo, thir- 
ty miles by car, then secured horses for 
the trip up the mountain to the place of 
the conference, Kalzontes, the first 
Church of God in El Salvador, some 
twelve miles from El Congo, were Broth- 
er Mebius lives. We started early in the 
morning in order to arrive in time for the 
meeting at 9:30. When we arrived we 
met other brethren who had traveled 
much farther than we, and by foot; they 
were tired but glad to be there for the 
meeting. They had already had one meet- 
ing in the evening and God had blessed 
so we were looking forward to a great 
day and truly God met with us from the 
very beginning. Brother Mebius opened 
the meeting for the ministers in the 
morning by stating the object of our 
conference, thanking the ministry for 
past cooperation and exhorting them to 
continue in the same way in the Church 


of God. They all heartily agreed. These

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On Sunday evening, December 2, 
the President of the United States ad- 
dressed the people of the world. His 
speech was straightforward, clear and 
convincing. There was no subterfuge, no 
politics, The burden of his message was 
that America must face the facts. I 
quote a few excerpts from the President’s 
address: “NNEVER BEFORE SINCE 
JAMESTOWN AND _ PLYMOUTH 
ROCK HAS OUR AMERICAN CIVI- 
LIZATION BEEN IN SUCH DANGER 
AS NOW. .. . The Nazi masters of Ger- 
many have made it clear that they intend 
not only to dominate all life and thought 
in their own country, but also to enslave 
the whole of Europe, AND THEN TO 
USE THE RESOURCES OF EUROPE 
TO DOMINATE THE REST OF THE 
WORLD. . . . Frankly and definitely 
there is a danger ahead—danger against 
which we must prepare. But we well 
know that we cannot escape danger, or 
the fear of it, by crawling into bed and 
pulling the covers over our heads. .. . 
Let us no longer blind ourselves to the 
undeniable fact that the evil forces which 
have crushed and undermined and cor- 
rupted so many others ARE ALREADY 
WITHIN OUR OWN GATES. YOUR 
GOVERNMENT KNOWS MUCH 
ABOUT THEM AND EVERY DAY 
IS FERRETING THEM OUT... . With 
all their vaunted efficiency and parade 
of pious purposes in this war, THERE 
ARE STILL IN THEIR BACK- 
GROUND THE CONCENTRATION 
CAMP AND THE SERVANTS OF 
GOD IN CHAINS. The history of re- 
cent years proves that shootings and 
chains and concentration camps are not 
simply the transient tools, BUT THE 
VERY ALTARS OF MODERN DIC- 
TATORSHIP, IN THAT THERE IS 
NO LIBERTY, NO RELIGION, NO 
HOPE. . If we are to be completely 
honest with ourselves, we must admit 
there is risk in any course we may take.” 


The above excerpts are sufficient to 
show the gravity of the present-day situ- 
ation in our own land. The President was 
utterly frank in describing the perils 
which surround us and the greater perils 
ahead. Let every Christian pray earnest- 
ly that the President will be given di- 
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vine wisdom and guidance in the stormy 
days ahead. “HAPPY IS THAT NA- 
TION WHOSE GOD IS THE LORD.” 

“Columbus, Ohio, Jan. 4. Liquor sales 
in Ohio totaled $50,272,150 during the 
first 11 months of 1940, an increase of 
$5,321,984 over the corresponding period 
of 1939, the Department of Liquor Con- 
trol announced today. Operating ex- 
penses totalled $3,127,935, an increase 
of $7,283 above the total a year ago. Net 
profit amounted to $14,861,563 which 
is $1,295,798 above the same 1939 pe- 
riod.” The state officials laud themselves 
and their record of selling more and more 
liquor. In Ohio liquor is sold by the 
state. State owned and state operated 
stores are the distributors of liquor. It 
seems that even our governments are 
working hand in hand with the devil to 
destroy character and spirituality. THE 
MORE PERILOUS THE TIME THE 
GREATER THE CONSUMPTION OF 
LIQUOR. “MEN SEEKING PLEAS- 
URE AND FINDING NONE.” 

Angelo Patri, child-psychologist,  re- 
cently had this to say of his daily syndi- 
cated column. “We have neglected re- 
ligion in our schools, and the homes 
have, to an unfortunate degree, followed 
the example set them by the educators.

vention programs for the S. S. and 
Y. P. E. programs. May we insist on all 
clerks and ministers getting their reports 
in on time so that state officials’ reports 
can be made and allow more official time 


on the field. May God bless you all.

“Catlettsburg, Ky., January 3—With 
approximately 240 of 1,100 school pupils 
suffering with mild cases of influenza 
and remaining away from school, the 
school board tonight voted to shut down 
the schools Monday if the outbreak had 
not halted.” ' 

“Washington, D. C. — An increasing 
number of cases of respiratory diseases 
and influenza was reported by the War 
Department today at army stations on 
the west coast and in southwest and cen- 
tral states. The infections were described, 
however, as being of ‘mild character.’ 
The Department said the illnesses were 
considered at their height in Kentucky, 
Oklahoma, Iowa and Colorado.” 

“Louisa, Ky. December 30—Louisa High 
School and Consolidated Schools were 
ordered closed at noon today, for one 
week, because of the outbreak of influ- 
enza here. Dr. J. W. McNabb, Chairman 
of the Lawrence County Board of Health, 
in ordering the schools closed said one- 
third of the pupils enrolled in the schools 
are ill.”

ministers have real fire and zeal to work 
and pray for the revival we are all looking 
for.

After the singing we read from God’s 
Word, “The fields are white already,” 
and, ‘We are workers together with 
God,” and exhorted them to labor faith- 
fully and sow bountifully so there would 
be a great harvest. We also gave an ac- 
count of the 35th Assembly and the way 
God is blessing in other fields, then the 
afternoon was gone and we recessed only 
long enough to eat. 

The afternoon session was taken up 
with giving credentials to fourteen work- 
ers and another exhortation to be worthy 
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of the high calling of ministers of the 
gospel and examples of the flock. As there 
had not been any financial system hither- 
to, some time was devoted to tithing as 
God’s plan for the propagation of the gos- 
pel message, which was accepted, also 
some plans for the further development 
of the Church. 

In the evening God met with us as we 
spoke of the Church and the part each 
one has as a member of the one body. 
Praise God for the way He has been with 
us and directed in the organizing of the 
work here. Another conference was sche- 
duled for March and a visiting itinerary 
made out. According to the law here, we 
are to close services at 9:00 p. m. so our 
meeting came to a close promptly and we 
rode 12 miles to Congo, arriving after 
midnight. The trail was quite narrow and 
dangerous but those little horses managed 
to find their way in the pitch darkness. 
The next day I rode horseback thirty 
miles home, tired but happy. The last part 
of the way it rained and we were soaked 
but the shower within made the shower 
without seem as nothing. 

Now we are planning another two 
weeks’ horseback trip which will cover 
southern Salvador. The Church of God in 
Salvador sends greetings.—H. S. Syver- 
son, overseer, Santa Geclo, El Salvador, 
Central America.
